4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a shift control system as in claim 
1 , a control apparatus for CVT as in claim 5 and a control method for CVT as in claim 8. 
Claim 1 most significantly requires, determining a delay time to delay the setting of the 
target transmission ratio in the second mode at the time of range switchover from the 
normal driving range to the engine braking range and holding the target transmission 
ratio set in the first mode until the delay time has elapsed from the range switchover; 
claim 5 requires means for delaying the setting of the target transmission ratio in the 
engine braking mode until the line pressure substantially reaches a target value, and 
claim 8 further requires holding the target transmission ratio set in the first mode until 
the delay time has elapse from the range switchover.
